a. The W. H. & F. M. S. of the Evangelical Lutheran 
. Synod of Nebraska met in its thirty-seventh annual 
convention, in St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
Grand Island, Rev. L. L. Lipe, pastor, with the presi- 
dent Mrs. C. H. Lewis, presiding. After the singing 
of a hymn, the opening prayer was offered by Mrs. R. 
M. Badger, and the consecration service was conducted 
by Mrs. C. E. Sparks. Cordial words of greeting were 
expressed by Mrs. L. L. Lipe, wife of the pastor of fthe 
local church, and Mrs. K. de Freese, Hooper, gracefully 
responded. 
After a pleasing solo by Miss Lydia Menck, the roll 
of societies was called, and the delegates presented 
q their credentials, were introduced to the convention, 
and received ribbon badges. 
: Miss Wunderlich, Western Field Secretary, was 
a presented, and responded with fitting words, urging 
s the importance of the work. Mrs. White was also in- 
; troduced to the convention. After another hymn, the 
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closing prayer was offered by Rev. Bollman. An in- 
formal social hour enabled the delegates to become ac- 
quainted, while assignments for entertainment were 
being made. 


QUADRI-CENTENNIAL RALLY 
Tuesday, 8:00 P. M. 


An organ voluntary and anthem by the choir made 
an inspiring prelude for this rally. The Vesper Ser- 
vice was conducted by Rev. L. L. Lipe. The forty- 
sixth Psalm was read by Mrs. E. A. Van Fleet, of Oma- 
ha, and Mrs. F. E. Wood, of Omaha, offered the con- 
vention prayer. 

The President, in a few well chosen remarks, an- 

nounced the theme of the convention, “Loyalty,” and 
introduced Miss Johanna Wunderlich, India Mission- 
ary, and Field Secretary, whose lecture was illustrated 
with stereoptican pictures of life in India. 
_ After a solo, beautifully rendered by Miss Angie 
Morrow, the offering was received, amounting to $6.54. 
Announcements were made, including the fact that the 
convention had met here just ten years previously. An 
invitation was given by Rev. C. B. Harman, D. D., 
President of the Synod, for the convention to join the 
Synod in the Lord’s Supper, Thursday morning at nine 
o'clock. The closing service was conducted by Rev. 
Lipe, and Dr. Harman pronounced the benediction. 


Wednesday, 9:00 A. M. 


Devotional service was conducted by Mfs. R. A. 
White, Wolbach, and the President then formally de- 
clared the convention open for business. The Record-

Shall the work of the women of the church be any less 
noble? Shall we not volunteer our tine, our service, our means, 
just as gladly and as readily when our great commander, Jesus 
Christ, calls us to His service? Truly, present events have for 
us as Christian workers many important lessons we do well not 
to miiss. 

Official Acts. 

During the past year your president took the liberty of 
rearranging the points of the Standard of Efficiency, adopted at 
the last convention, placing the points under four general heads, 
for we felt it would be better understood in this way. After 
this rearrangements, copies of the Standard were mimeographed 
and sent out to each auxiliary, so that this Efficiency Standard 
might be hung up before the society at each meeting, that all 
might become familiar with the requirements. 

Three form letters were prepared and sent out to all the 
societies. Altogether, there were 279 circular and personal 
letters and 15 postal cards written in the interest of the Mis- 
sionary Society work of this Synod. 

The programs were prepared and sent out to all auxiliaries, 
as one form of advertising this convention. 

We were able to attend both conferences in April, the South 
Platte Conference meeting at Walton, and the North Platte 


. meeting at Hooper. 


During the year we arranged the itinerary of Miss Wunder- 
lich’s tour, writing also to each place visited so that all arrange- 
ments might be made to make her visit most profitable to 
the local congregation. 


The Pield Secretary's Work. 

We wish to take this opportunity of expressing our appre- 
ciation of the work of the. Field Secretary for the Western 
District. Miss Johanna H. Wunderlich. We feel that she has 
given inspiration and materially strengthened the work where 
she has appeared. Thus far the congregations of this Synod 
she has visited are: Allen, Dakota City, Emerson, Ericson, 
Falis City, Grand Island, Homer, Hooper, Lincoln, Nebraska 
City, North Platte, Oakland, Omaha—all congregations, Ponca, 
Potter, Sidney, Tekamah, Walton, Wayne, West Point and 
Wolbach. Many of the congregations in the South Platte 
territory are yet to be visited, and we trust these may be 
arranged for in the near future. 


Interesting Facts and Observations. 

It will doubtless be a matter of interest to know that it is 
just ten years since we met with these hospitable people in 
Grand Island in this church. The convention at that time was 
held September 10-12, 1907. It is fitting therefore that we 
review the gains and losses of the past decade. 

In 1907 we had 44 congregations in the Synod, in 21 of 
which where 20 Women’s Missionary Sacieties. one Young 
People’s Society, and five Mission Bands, of which there now 
remain 12 Women’s Societies, and one Mission Band. This 
year we have 50 active congregations, in 33 of which there are 
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ported 31 Women’s Societies, nine Young People’s Societies, 
and 13 Mission Bands. During the past decade, therefore, we 
have lost 17 organizations and gained 40. 

Three departments have been added during the past decade, 
namely, Annuity, Magazine and Mission Study. 

The annual conferences is an added feature during the last 
four years. One afternoon is given to the work of the women in 
both the North and South Platte Conferences held in the spring. 
We wish to take this opportunity to thank the pastors for this 
courtesy and for their hearty co-operation. 

We are glad to report eight new organizations this year: 
Women’s Societies at Walton, Sidney, Oakland-Grace, and 
Omaha-Church.of the Redeemer, together with one Helper's 
Circle in the Ladies’ Aid Society at Potter, and three Mission 
Bands a* Falls City, Emerson and Hooper. 

We feel that the work of the Mission Bands needs special 
emphasis. It seems that about the only trouble in getting a 
Mission Band started is the lack of leaders. This is one of the 
most serious problems. One or two have solved it by incor- 
porating this branch of the work into the Junior Department 
of the Sunday School, not during the Sunday School hour but 
outside the Sunday period. Young People’s work and Mission 
Study are also very important parts of our work, and more 
interest should be taken in them. The education and training 
of our young people and children is the foundation work for 
our future growth and progress. 

We are glad to note that the General Convention approved 
the recommendation that boxes sent by Missionary Societies to 
Inner-Mission institutions be credited in home Box Work. 

The Anniversary Goals. 

It is our wish to emphasize the goals set forth by the 
General Society for the Anniversary Biennium, namely—(a) 
$150,000 for regular work, (b) $40,000 for the Fortieth Anni- 
versary Fund, (c) 25,000 subscribers for Lutheran Woman's 
Work, (d) Lutheran Boys Girls in every Sunday School, and (e) 
a Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society in every 
church. 

If, as a Synodical Society, we are to do our share in the 
attainment of these goals, it will mean more earnest and definite 
effort to meet the financial obligation of 10 cents per month 
per member, the installation of an Anniversary Chest in each 
auxiliary, and a persistent and determined campaign for at 
least 100 new subscribers to Lutheran Woman’s Work and the 
introduction of “Lutheran Boys and Girls’ into all Sunday 
Schools not now using them. In this connection we might say 
that 29 Sunday Schools are distributing 894 copies of Lutheran 
Boys and Girls, which is a good start; but, inasmuch as the cost 
of publishing this little paper exceeds the receipts, and the 
deficit must be taken from the General Fund, it is to our interest 
to increase the subscriptions and thereby help to put\ this 
splendid paper on a self-supporting basis. No local auxiliary 
has done its full duty until it has agitated the question so 
slay Saag that Lutheran Boys and Girls will be in every 

unday School this year. 
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Recommendations. 
We wish to make the following recommendations for your 
consideration: 
1. That the Standard of Efficiency be presented at every 
monthly ~neeting, as a part of the regular program, and an 


effort made to attain all the points this year. 
2. That the first point of the Standard of Efficiency read: 


' Ten per cent gain in membership instead of “one new member.” 


3. That in attaining this 10 per cent increase, credit be 
given to any auxiliary that is responsible for the organization of 
any other auxiliary in the local congregation. 

4. That the Department Secretaries be made Advisory 
Members of the Executive Committee. 

5. That the Officers and Department Secretaries be more 
faithful in sending their quartely reports to the President. — 

6. That the Anniversary Chest seals be used freely on all 
correspondence during this year. 

7. That each auxiliary make a special effort to observe 
the Quadri-Centinnial celeDration in the local congregation, 
either in co-operation with plans already made in the local 
congregation, or, where plans are not made, making a spetial 
missionary celebration of the Quadri-Centennial. 

8. That we set as our goal for this year the securing of 150 
subscriptions to Lutheran Woman's Work, and 500 more copies 
of Lutheran Boys and Girls to be distributed in our Sunday 
Schools. 4 

We wish to express to those who have so fully co-operated 
with us during the year our sincere thanks for their loyal help- 
fulness. We pray earnestly that this convention nay bring to 
us larger visions of service for the coming year. Praying that 
our Heavenly Father may guide and direct our every effort in 
the future, I return to you the trust committed to me one year 
ago, trusting that our Heavenly Father in His wisdom may 
overrule any mistakes so that in the end His will may be accom- 
plished here on earth.

The Thank Offering Secretary, Mrs. C. Roby Mex- 
well, was unable to be present, but sent her report, as 
follows: 


REPORT OF THE THANK OFFERING SECRETARY. 


I wish that I might begin my report with the statement, 
“Every Missionary Society in Nebraska Synod had a special 
Thank Offering meeting last November, and every woman in 
every society owned and used a Thank Offering box."’ However. 
we are nearer that goal today than we were a year ago, and 
let us hope that another year may achieve it. 

We are trying this fall a plan that is in use in the Eastern 
Synods, and which is recommended by our new General Thank 
Offering Secretary, Mrs. Himes. Each Auxiliary Society will 
receive sufficient progra-ns for the Thank Offering meeting in 
November—so that there will be no excuse for not holding that 
meeting. Some of the societies do not yet realize that the 
Thank Offering boxes are free for the postage, and that every 
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member should have one for her own individual use. 


Let me emphasize particularly the need of a Thank Offering 
Secretary in each Auxillary Society—this secretary to look after 
Thank Offering boxes, see that proper reports are sent to the 
Synodical Thank Offering Secretary, and arrange for a special 
Thank Offering meeting. In my letters to Auxiliaries I have 
asked for the appointment of these secretaries, but the response 
has been very slow. 

The new goal for the department you all know, “A Thank 
Offering box in every home, and a daily offering for daily 
blessings.” Let us get clear away from the idea that seems to 
persist with some of us, that we should give a definite and 
stated sum each year as our Thank (Offering. Let us rather 
give from day to day as blessing are showered upon us. 

I am pleased to report two new Thank Offering depart- 
ments inaugurated, one in the Pax Vobiscum of Kountze 
Memorial Church, Omaha, and one in St. Mark's Lutheran 
Church. There are others, I am sure, that have not reported. 

In pursuit of the work I have written 42 letters, and dis- 
tributed 25 Thank Offering boxes. The response from some of 
the societies has been most prompt and cordial—some of the 
newer societies deserving special commendation. In a number 
of cases, however, my letters asking for information have met 
with no response. 

I am not presenting any figures in this report. I ask only 
that each delegate ascertain the amount of Thank Offering 
given in her society, divide it by the number of members and 
look at the result.

THE QUADRI-CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION COMMITTEE. 

The Committee appoitned by the Executive Committee after 
the close of the Omaha Convention, arranged by correspondence, 
a plan by which our women could celebrate the 400th anni- 
versary of the Reformation. This was presented at the South 
Platte Conference by Mrs. R. M. Badger and the North Platte 
Conference by Mrs. D. W. Neiswanger, as follows: 


Plan Given at Conferences. 


Our Nebraska Missionary Society and its Auxiliaries should 
take advantage of the great Reformation celebration in order 
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to particularly acknowledge God's overruling providence, to 
honor Martin Luther and other Reformers, to bring our own 
church into its own place in the minds of the people, to acquaint 
our membership with our church history, to fall in line with 
other societies and to prepareour selves for greater influence 
in the church. 

How shall we celebrate? 

1. Read books bearing on the Reformation, at least one 
Life of Luther, and two other before the Synodical Convention. 

2. Request all pastors to preach a sermon in near future 
on “Importance of all church members being familiar with 
church history, especially of Reformation period. 

3. Ask Auxiliaries to have an open meeting at which time 
a review of “Martin of Mansfield” or other books, be given by 
three ladies. 

4. Learn the words of “Ein Feste Burg.” 

5. Strive to double our membership. 

6. Make Sunday School scholars familiar with Luther and 
his work by the five minutes missionary talks each Sunday or 
once a month; or have “Martin of Mansfield” or “Schonberg 
Cotta Family’ read in each department. 

7. By the wearing of a Luther pin, button or badge. Get- 
ting as nany others as will to wear it. 

8. Have a Reformation Rally at Synodical Convention, the 
program to be arranged by the Executive Committee. ~ 

9. By taking a Quadri-Centennial offering at convention 
to be a 40th Anniversary Chest special to be known as Nebraska's 
Memorial to Martin Luther. 

Also our Magazine Editor noted the work of the Committee 
in the Synodical notes of our Lutheran Woman's Work.

REPORT OF DELEGATE TO GENERAL CONVENTION. 


The 20th Biennial Convention of the Woman's Home and 
Foreign Missionary Society of the General Synod opened Satur- 
day afternoon, May 12, 1917, at 2:30 o'clock, in the First 
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Lutheran Church, Wheeling, W. Va., with the President, Mrs. 
Iva A. Baltzly, Ph. D., in the chair. A most cordial welcome 
from the various churches and their people was given by Mrs. 
E. G. Howard, wife of the pastor of the First Church. An 
appreciative response by Mrs. J. 8. Maloney of Illinois was read 


by Mrs. D. A. Davy of Chicago. 

Throughout the convention most helpful and inspiring 
devotional services were conducted by Mrs. H. A. Kilts of Coble- 
skill, N. Y. 

The total enrollment was 203; 22 Synodical Delegates; 91 
Auxiliary Delegates; 9 Officers; 7 Department Secretaries; 14 
Members of Standing Committees; 7 Fraternal Delegates; 2 
Rejresentatives of Inner Mission Work; 7 Missionaries and 44 
visitors. 

Reports from all departments proved to be a splendid 
record of growth and development, in which our own Synodical 
Society made a most excellent showing, standing third in 
increase in membership (our gain being 274 members), third 
in number of new Young People’s Auxiliaries (six). Nebraska 
also distinguished herself by doubling her offerings every 
quarter during the second year over the corresponding quarters 
of the first year, and by making a gain of 700 per cent in the 
number of Mission Study Classes. 

The Corresponding Secretary's report showed the total 
membership, 45,182, a gain of 2,524 over the preceding bien- 
nium, the most notable increase being in the Cradle Roll. The 
Life and Memorial embers totaled 3,867, an increase of 595. 
The total number of Home Department members were given as 
1,365, with a gain of only 133. 

The total offerings amounted to $181,069.87, an increase of 
$24,533.00; $59,140.16 was received for General Fund, an 
increase of $6,885.48; $8,110 for Life and Memorial members, an 
increase of $640; $43,746.46 for Thank Offering, an increase of 
$6,571.96—the largest in our history. The average was $1.40 
per -wnember. Nebraska ranked in increase in Thank 
Offering. $13,948.89 was received for the Fortieth Anniversary 
Fund, convention offerings an additional $2,075; yet this brouzht 
the grand total only up to about $17,000. This means the 
raising of fully $23,000 by 1919 if our goal is to be reached. 


Fifty-three thousand fifty-four dollars and twenty-six cents 
was given for work in the homeland, and $79,514.34 for the 
foreign field (Africa $16,879.50 and India $62,634.84).

The Anniversary Convention will rbe held in the historic 
city of Canton, Ohio, in 1919. 

We rejoice in the adoption of the following recommenda- 
tions, the first, especially being of vital interest to the Synodical 
Societies of the Central and Western districts. It provides for 
‘the following change im Article 5 of Section 2, of the General 
Constitution, such change to be acted upon at the 1919 
convention. “That ten members of this (the General Executive) 
committee be located at or near the same place, the remaining 
three to be representatives of the three districts, Eastern, Central 
and Western.” 

“That boxes sent by Missionary Societies to our Inner 
Mission Institutions be included in Home Box Work.” 

We recommend that the Nebraska Synodical Society go on 
record affirming the recommendation concerning the union of 
at least three of.the General Bodies of the Lutheran Church of 
this country. (p7 286, Minutes of Convention) We also recom- 
mend the adoption of the following goals for the Anniversary 
Biennium: $150,000 for the Regular Work: $40,000 Fortieth 
Anniversary Fund; 25,000 subscribtions to Lutheran Woman's 
Work; Lutheran Boys and Girl in every Sunday School; a 
Woman's Home and Foreign Missionary Society in every 
congregation.
